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Sir: 

Applicants have been advised that the examiner has considered that the present 
application contains claims to more than one invention and has required an election under 35 
U.S.C. 121 between the Group (I) invention directed to claims 11-15, drawn to a process; and 
Group (II) invention directed to claims 1-10, drawn to a catalyst system 

In response to the Restriction Requirement, applicants hereby elect the Group II 
invention, i.e., Claims 1-10, drawn to a catalyst system and respectfully request that the non- 
elected subject matter be permitted to remain pending until divisional application (s) can be filed. 

This election is made with traverse since it appears that a search of the subject matter of 
the elected species would, of necessity, overlap the search area of the non-elected species. 
Thus, adherence to the requirement would chiefly result in unnecessary work for the PTO in 
processing separate divisional application (s); unnecessary expense for the applicant in filing it 



and unnecessary inconvenience to the public in looking in two separate places for closely 



related subject matters. 



It is noted that MPEP 803 states: 



"If the search and examination of an entire application can be made 
without serious burden, the examiner must examine it on the merits, even though 
it includes claims to distinct or independent inventions." 

In view of the foregoing, it is submitted that the Restriction Requirement should be 
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withdrawn.
